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On May 3, the Deltona City Commission unanimously approved a moratori-
um on residential planned unit development applications for rezoning in
effect from July 1 through Dec. 31, 2021. This will allow staff to consider
adding new residential categories to City code and modify land use
designations in the comprehensive plan and future land use map. Catego-
ries may include: rural, low-density residential (0 to 1.99 units per acre);
suburban, medium-density residential (2 to 3.99 units per acre) and urban,
high-density residential (4 to 6 units per acre).

Is your home located in a flood plain? Staff from the City of Deltona's Public
Works Department are available to help residents explore the causes of
repetitive flooding on their property, what the City is doing about it, what
protection might be needed or other protection alternatives. Please call
(386) 878-8950 for more information. Information on preparing for a flood,
and permanent flood protection measures are available from
RedCross.org, FEMA.gov and Ready.Gov/floods. The City of Deltona's
Building Department may have information on financial assistance and
programs that administer flood protection rebates for low flood walls,
overhead sewers, sewer backup valves and utility relocations. Residents
who are interested in elevating your building above the flood level may
qualify for a federal grant to cover 75 percent of the cost. Homeowner's
insurance policies do not cover damage from floods. Residents may want
to consider a flood insurance policy. Because Deltona participates in the
National Flood Insurance Program, residents may purchase a separate
flood insurance policy, backed by the Federal government. Because our
community participates in the Community Rating System, resident will
receive a reduction in their premiums. If your area is not mapped as a
Special Flood Hazard Area, you may qualify for a lower-cost Preferred Risk
Policy.
